REMARKS 

Claims 1 -24 are pending in the instant application. The Examiner has required 
restriction of the pending claims to one of the following three groups: 
Group I Claims 1-7, drawn to antisense compositions; and 
Group II Claims 8-13 and 14-24, drawn to pharmaceutical compositions and 
methods of treatment using antisense compositions. 
It is contended that the inventions of Group I-II are distinct, each from the other. 
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In response, Applicant hereby provisionally elects, with traverse, to prosecute the 
claims of Group II, drawn to pharmaceutical compositions and methods of treatment using 
antisense compositions, without prejudice to Applicant's rights to pursue the non-elected 
subject matter in other applications. 

Applicant retains the right to petition from the restriction requirement under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.144.
